Khartoum took place on January 26.

A SYRIAN'S SKILL. 


A Stray Silversmith from the Orient—Fan- 


tastic Filigree Work. 


[Philadelphia Press.] 


In a little attic room in west Philadelphia 


lives a diminutive native of Syria, Jacob 
Hallaj by name, who endeavors t-i obtain 
his very scanty living by manufaetur m; all 
torts of beautiful jewelry, both 't ancient 
and modern Syrian design. II« L. i native 
of Beirut, Syria. HN on'y languages are 
Arabic, Turkish, and alittle French, and his 
private history is most remarkable. 


In one corner of the little room stands his 


work-bench; in another his boxes filled with 
curious treasures brought from tho fur east, 
over which he spreads his bed at night; in 
another his little forge und his apparatus for 
drawing out the silver and gold wire, all 
made by himself, and of neat and accurate 
workmanship. As a reporter entered the 
little Arab was found sitting at his bench 
engaged upon some silver filigree scurf-pins 
of the most dainty description. The only 
marks of the Orient in hii dress were tho 
little skull-cap and the Turkish slippers. 


His English vocabulary wns found to bo 


very limited, but with what he knew anil 
the smattering of French p >ss«»s3d by th" 
reporter, the var.ous appurtenances of tae 
apartment were explained and un.lerstood. 
The silver he obtains pure, and, malting it 
up in his funny Syrian furnace, made by 
himself, with the right amount of copper ' 
obtains an alloy of the pr >per proportion. 
Thus, for a ^corf-pin, the pin proper is mide 
of a low grade of alloy, in order to give the 
requisite stiffness, while the 
ornamental 


part is mode of silver 1,000 l.ne.

With congelation, a 
sorting of matters take place; most of the 
sulphuric acid passes into the part that 
solidifies, while magnesia and chlorine pre- 
vail in the part that remains liquid.

H-tve a large tin pan or small wooden tub 
clo-e at hand. As soon as tho dinner is 
ready to be dished put the plates that will 
be needed into the pan or tub and cover 
them with boilin water; when all is ready 
to be placed on the table take out tha plates-, 
wipe them on a fresh, clean clotn, and thoy 
will be placed before the host as hot as he 
will care to handle, and yet not hot enougii 
to burn tho hand. This prevents all possi- 
bility of defacing tha plates and insures 
p: rfectly clean dishes, with none of the dis- 
agreeable reminders of soapy dish-water, 
whieh is so repulsive.
